The Mayor announced that Council- 
man Randall at Tuesday evening's 
meeting of the Council would introduce 
a bill authorizing the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements to proceed with the 
building of the wagon deck and ap- 
proaches. Asked whence ‘the money 
was to come for this work the Mayor 
said: 

“There is now’ in the city treasury 
$350,000 of the bridge funds. This money 
is available. It is estimated that the 
cost of completing the wagon deck and 
approaches will be $700,000.

G. O. P. POSTMASTERS TO 
STAY UNTIL TERM END 


Burleson Says All Will Be Kept 
in Office Unless Inefficiency 
Is Proved. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—Postmaster- 
General Burleson announced today that 
it was the administration’s policy to 


continue all Republican Postmasters now 
in office to the end of their terms, pro- 
vided no charges were sustained against 


their efficiency. 
The policy applies to all classes of 


Postmasters. 


“My departmen: will be run on busi- 
ness lines and not by politics,” said 
Burleson in expiaining the new policy. 
He declared there might be some remov- 
&ls, but he believed the majority of the 
Postmasters were cfficient and would 


not be disturbed. 


“There will have to be specific charges 
af inefficiency, tiowever,”’ he announced. 
“before anyone will be removed.” 

Burleson said the decision had been 
reached after conferences with Presi- 


dent Wilson, who favors the merit sys- 


tem. At present a rlan is being worked 
cut for obtaining efficiency under the 
civil service, fourth-class Postmas:er; 
having been placed under that jurisdic- 
tion on an executive order by President 
Taft.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Presidenc 
Wilson's smashing of precedents was 
made to resemble the puny efforts of 


blocks when Secretary of the Navyv 
Daniels cleared the decks for action 
this morning and fired a broadside 
which demolished a sacred institution 
of the sea. 

Backed. by the Naval General Board. 
he seized a marlinspike, invaded the 
fo’c’stle, stunned two immortal sea 
terms, clamped them in irons and 
stowed them away in the brig, whence, 
he says, they never shall emerge, 

Not though there be mutiny: not 
though every jack-tar who has tasted 
plum duff or tugged at forelock in the 
first mate’s presence, should quit his 
job in protest, will the prisoners be 
liberated.

PUT $10 DEBTOR IN 
JAIL; PAID $22.19 
IQ GET FIM OUT 


When Eight Children of Délin- 
quent Were Given Him to 
Feed, Creditor Relented. 


NEW YORK, April 15.—When Sam Co- 
hen had Louis Drucker of Brooklyn 
locked up in the Ludlow Street Jail for 
refusing to pay a $15 judgment, Cohen 
knew Drucker only as a boss ladies’ 
tailor, against whom he nursed a finan- 
cial grievance. 

Cohen was dreaming dreams of satis- 
faction shortly before daybreak Friday 
morning, when heavy thumps on his 
door aroused him. 

“I am Mrs. Drucker,” called a voice 
through the creaking panels. “Mr. Co- 
hen, you take my husband out of jail. 
We have eight children.” 

“Mrs. Drucker,’’ yelled Cohen, “when 
you bring me my $15, then will your 
husband get out of jail.” 

“Pah!” retorted Mrs. Drucker. “Fif- 
teen cents I have not even got; but, be- 
lieve me, I have the eight kinder. So, 
if you do not free my husband, you will 
feed the children. Wait!’ 


She Had Said “Wait.” 
Mrs. Drucker hurried down the stairs, 


and Cohen went peacefully to sleep. At 
& o'clock a noise aroused him again. 
With his wife and his son, Max, he 
leaped out of bed. 

“Is the tower of Babel on my stairs?” 
he cried, poking his head out in the 
hall. 

“No,” roared a hundred voices. “It is 
only Mrs. Drucker. She is bringing her 
eight children for you to take care of 
while her man is in jail.’’ 

“Mein Gott!’ shrieked Cohen, “Mr. 
Drucker is not in jail. He is in Lud- 
low street visiting with Sheriff Har- 
burger. That ain’t a jail. It is a rest- 
ing place for married men. I would 
rather be in Ludlow street myself than 
have to feed eight mouths and buy 
shoes for 16 feet.’’ 

“Well,” declared Mrs. Drucker, “you 
see here my eight children. You wi’! 
have them to take care of if you don’: 
get my husband out.”’

STRAIGHTENED BOY 
BECOMING NORMAL 


Operation Causes Improvement 
in Alfred Jones, 16, Both Men- 
tally and Physically. 


HIS EPILEPSY DISAPPEARS 


Other Benefits Are Noted After 
Pressure Is Removed From 
the Memory Centers. 


Alfred Jones, 16 years old, of 4878 
Bircher road, is no longer “‘the boy 
with a twisted brain.”’ After noted spe- 
clalists had tried in vain to restore his 
mentality, a skillful surgical operation 
has relieved the pressure of the skull on 
the memory centers of his brain and 
after years of intellectual darkness he 
is beginning to see the light. 

His mother, Mrs. Anna M. Jones, a 
widow, hopes that in time he may »9 
like other boys: As the human brain 
continues to develop until the age >f 
23, it ts pointed out by doctors that 
there still-remain six years in which 
Alfred may profit by the surgical oper- 
ation, in case it proves ultimately suc- 
cessful. 

The operation was performed by Dr. 
Francis William Kirsch of 2860A Union 
avenue at the Christian Hospital, Gar- 
rison and Lawton avenues, two weeks 
ago. 

Before coming to St. Louis, about 
eight months ago, Dr. Kirsch was 4 
member of the staff at the Matteawan 
Hospital in New York State. He had 
also been connected with the New Yorx 
Volunteer Hospital. 


Epilepsy Has Disappeared. 
Since the operation, surgeons who 


were invited to witness the operation 
have been watching the case with great 
interest. Already there has been one 
notable result. 

Until the operation was performed 
Alfred nad been subject to daily at- 
tacks of epilepsy. At times there had 
been as many as 14 of these in one 
day. Since the operation there has 
not been one of these attacks. 

“This alone would be enough to be 
thankful for,” said Mrs. Jones to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and it en- 


fred will becothe mentally normal.” 

Alfred was born on Christmas day, 
1906; seven months after the St. Louis 
tornado. His mother lived In the storm 
belt and received a severe nervous 
shock as result of the tornado, though 
she was not physically injured. 

Alfred was never like other boys. 
Until he was six years old he showed 
no signs of mental capacity. In the 
10 vears which have followed he has 
been like a little child. He can count 
to 10 and say a few words. These are 
confined to the names of familiar ob- 
jects about the house. 


Mother Sees Hopeful Sign. 
Surgeons say that it {s too soon after 


the operation to tell whether it will 
have the effect of fully restoring his 
mentality. But his mother says she 
has seen one hopeful sign. 

This is the gradual passing away of a 
certain childish diffidence which he 
formerly showed when greeting a visi- 
tor. It was with great difficulty that 
he could be induced to say “how do you 
do” and to shake hands with a caller. 
His eyes never met those of the person 
ty whom he spoke. 

Alfred now looks straight into one's 
eyes and when told to do so he shakes 
your hand and the words of greeting 
come unfalteringly from his lips. 

Shows Physical Improvement. 

Thus far this is the only sign of 
improving mentality, but, his mother 
says, that there are several signs of 
physical upbuilding. 

The boy has gained weight and 
girength since he has been relieved of 
the epilepsy. He walks with less diffi- 
culty than before the operation and his 
appetite is improved 

In performing the operation, Dr. 
Kirsch removed a section of the skull 
three inches in ¢fameter. He found that 
the skull had been pressing on the mem- 
ory center of the brain, which is the up- 
rer portion of the left lobe, and that this 
rressure had caused certain nerves of 
the brain to be twisted and to adhere 
to the skull. 

He loosened these adhesions and with 
delicate surgical instruments untwisted 
the nerves and put them back into their 
rcermal position.

TWISTED BRAN I KILLS HER HUSBAND 


ASHE ATTACKS HER 
ADMIRER IN ROAD 


Oil Man Who Meets Rival and 
Wife Horseback Riding Is 
Shot Twice by Her. 


OTHER MAN HIT, ALSO 


Woman Says She Is Not Sorry 
Husband Is Dead; Will 
Marry Rival.

NEW ORLEANS, La.. April 15.—A tri- 
angular love affair, with two men and 
& woman as principals, came to a the- 
atrical climax when Mrs. Jesse Stroud, 
20 years old and handsome, shot ani 
Killed her husband as he was in the 
act of thrashing her 


Beeler, on a highway near Vivian, 
which is 10 miles from Shreveport. 
Stroud was the wealthy vice-president 
of the Vivian Oil Co., and had been 
married less than a vyear. 

That “the other man” had intruded 
into his short married life Stroud was 
aware. He had warned Beeler to cease 
his attentions to Mrs. Stroud, and had 
met with a repulse, Beeler replied that 
he met Mrs. Stroud only in publie and 
that as long as she was willing to ac- 
cept him as a friend he would not give 
her up. 

Stroud’s fury against his rival sud- 
denly burst forth yesterday afternoon 
when he met his bride and Beeler rid- 
ing horseback together on a public 
road. Mrs. Stroud is an expert horse- 
woman, and, attired in a modish rid- 
ing habit, has been for several months 
a familiar figure on the highways 
about Vivian. Beeler, who is 25 years 
pold, is also fond of riding. 


Beats and Kicks Rival. 


Almost befure the pair knew of the 
husband’s presence he leaped upon Beel- 
er and dragged him from the saddle. 
Taken by surprise, Beeler was unable 
to defend himself, as Stroud bore him 
to the ground and rained blows upon 
him with fists and feet. 

The young bride instantly chose sides 
in the conflict of which she was the 
provocation. From the bosom of her 
habit she drew a revoiver and leaping 
from her saddle, ran to her husband's 
side. She fired with deliberation. The 
bullet struck Stroud near the hip. 

Stroud fought all the harder, but 
Beeler had been able to regain his 
feet, and the two men, clutched in each 
ether’s arms, reeled about the road. 


Thrid Shot Kills Husband. 


Around them circled Mrs. Stroud, with 
revolver pointed for a second shot. She 
was afraid to fire lest she should strike 
Beeler. But an opportunity seemed to 
offer itself and she discharged the 
weapon. As she had dreaded, the bullet 
missed its mark and struck Beeler, 
breaking his leg. 

Drawing in closer, the woman pressed 
the revolver almost against her hus- 
band’s temple and fired a third shot. 
He dropped into the road dead. 

Mrs. Stroud surrendered herself to 
the authorities and calmly defended 
her act this morning in the shreveport 
jail. 

‘“‘My husband was a brute,’ she said. 
He had often threatened to kill me. I 
am not sorry I killed him. I shoulda 
have had to do it some time anyhow. 

“Mr. Beeler and I will be married as 
soon as I am acquitted.”’ 

The Coroner stated that the first 
wound received by Stroud was a mor- 
tal one, and that only his frenzy en- 
abled him to continue the battle. He 
was 28 years old.

Burns Trailing J. W. Martin 


His Chain Found Broken 
Friends Sau He Is Held By Crooks} 


JOSEPU W. 


Embassy to Remove Frictfon Be- 
‘tween American. Detective 
and Scotland Yard. 


April 15.—A report was cur- 
that Joseph ‘W. Martin of 
Memphis, Tenn., who has been’ missing 


since April 3, has been found but there 
is no confirmation of the story. 

J. Lockhart Anderson was reported 
later as saying that he knows whete his 
friend Martin is and that he is in the 
hands of a gang of international crooks. 

The Scotland Yard authorities said } 
this morning ihey had no information 
to justify this report, but that their 
search was being ccntinued with vigor. 

The rumor that Martin had been found 
elive and well appears to have originat- 
ed with Anderson, who informed the po- 
lice that he urderstood the missing 
American was living at the Savoy Court. 
This is where Detective Burns is stop- 
ping and he is unaware of the alleged 
proximity of the man he has been en- 
gaged to seek. Burns, who was famous 
as a prosecutor in the McNamara dyna- 
miting case in America, came here in 
connection with the smuggling charge 
against the Musicas of New York and 
was engaged by cable by relatives of 
Martin, to look for him. 

Burns to Be Introduced. 

There has been a tendency toward 
friction between Scotland Yard and 
‘urns and in order to obviate this, the 
American Embassy is arranging official- 
.Y to introduce him to the yard officials. 

Supt, McCarthy, Chief of the Criminal 
Investigating Department at Scotland 
Yard, said today: 

“Of course, there is no truth in the 
report that Martin has been found in 
a lodging house at Lambeth. .That story 
is a week old. The man who runs the 
house told us that an individual exactly 
answering the description of Martin, 
even to the wisp of hair on his forehead, 
came with a woman last Wednesday and 
staved one night. We are no nearer the 
solution of the mystery. The case has 
many extraordinary features.” 

The police would not be surprised to 
hear that the missing man had been 
found in America. They have had the 
steamship Campania in mind and half 
hoped to hear that he had landed from 
her in New York. 

One of Martin's close associates was 
taken into custody in a recent police 
raid in a West End gambling house. 

Offer to Give Him Up. 

The Evening Standard today says a 
letter has been received by a friend of 
Martin, in which the offer was made 
to hand over the missing American at 
an address in South London. An ap- 
pointment was made, but when it was 
kept, the writer of the letter had left 
the place an hour previously, “evident- 
ly frightened,’’ the newspaper adds, ‘of

Judge McElhinney the 
Court at Clayton was called 
Thursday to decide whether 
horses. too old to work on the 
streets of St. Louis, ome at least of 
which was toothless, could by any 
process of rental or hire be worth $6093. 

This issue was put up to the Court 
in the suit of E. J. Linchey of 588 Ma- 
ple avenue against the estate of his 
cousin, Agnes Barnum of Manchester, 
St. Louis County. 

Mrs. Barnum died’ Feb. 9, 1911, leav- 
ing an eState of $150,000. Linchey al- 
leged in his petition that on Oct. 1, 
1899, he sent three horses, Dick, Eddy 
and Denny to the Barnum farm, and 
that the reasonable value of the serv- 
ices of these horses was 75 cents a 
day. 

One item in his claim for four years 
service of Dick, Eddy and Denny ag- 
gregated $228. In 1903, Dick died, and 
Eddy and Denny only were in service 
until Eddy died in July, 1909. For this 
period of service for the two horses, 
Linchey asked $870. 

Was Starving, Defense Saya. 

The testimony of the defense was that 
Keddie did not die a natural death, but 
that he lost all of his teeth and could 
not eat, and had to be shot to prevent 
him from starvin;t to death. 

Denny continued in service of the Bar- 
rum family frum July 1, 1905, until the 
death of Mrs. Barnum in February, 1911, 
at which time he was sold for $5. But 
for the services that he is alleged to 
bave rendered for the-five years and 
uine months, Linchey asked an addition- 
at modest sum of $1536 

But that is not all. Linchey alleged 
that he gave Mrs. Barnum the use of 
a buggy and harness for 11 years an] 
2 months, and that a reasonable rental) 
for the buggy and harness was $8 a 
month, a total of $402. 

The defense contends that the horses 
were all old and decrepit, that they 
were sent out to the farm to die and 
thta during all of the time they were 
on the farm they ate much more than 
their services were worth. The origt- 
nal value of the horses was estimated 
by the defense at $2 for Dick, $35 for 
Eddie and $% for Denny.

Mrs. Margaret Haller, 49 years old, 
wealthy resident of Wood River, IIl., is 


not a suffragette, she says, but she is 
looking for votes. On a platform of 
“down with bossism” and ‘“‘the ejimi- 
nation of Standard Oil as a political 
factor’ in that township, she is a can- 
didate for school trustee against six 
employes of the Standard Oil refinery. 

The election will be held Saturday. 
Mrs. Haller told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday that she will hire rigs 
and will personally drive her automo- 
bile on election day in taking voters to 
the three polling places at Wood River. 
East Alton and Bethalto in an effort 
to overcome, the usual overwhelming 
majority of Standard Oil employe voters 
at Wood River. 

Standard in Power for Years. 

“Standard Oil bosses have ruled poli- 
tics in Wood River for years,” she de- 
clared, “and it is time for it to stop. 
I am going to stop it. 

“I am opposed to the dictation o 
Standard Oil bosses in politics. It is 
one of the dangers of our country to 
have the moneyed interests interfere in 
the government, which ought to be 
managed by taxpayers and voters at 
large who have no special interests to 
protect. These Standard Oil bosses of 
Wood River are not taxpayers. They 
pay rent. They have laws passed for 
sewer, water, paving and things to make 
a city beautiful, without considering tlie 
taxpayers. © 

“I am not a suffragette. Women do 
not belong in politics. But women who 
are mothers ought to be members of 
school boards. I am proud of being the 
mother of four children, and think I am 
on that account qualified to be on the 
board.”’ 

The ire of Mrs. Haller is aroused be- 
cause the three members of the Scfool 
Roard are employes of the Standard Oil 
refinery, and five of the six members of 
the Village Board are employes of the 
Mrs. Haller’s son, Dan, is the 
only “insurgent” ur “independent’’ mem- 
ber of the Village Board, according to 
Mrs. Haller, and he is powerless to 
bring about the reforms his mother de- 
clares should be instituted. 

Mrs. Haller has criticised the expendi- 
ture of village funds-for making im- 
provements and beautifying the’ village 
saying the taxation becomes a burden on 
the taxpayers.

Six other oil employes seek 
his seat.

“THE HGH ROAD” 
TELLS STORY Or 
INTELLECTUAL SIN 


Gives Mrs. Fiske Role of Woman 
Who Becomes Magdalen 
Through Knowledge- 
Thirst. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 


N “The High Road,” which brought 
Mrs. Fiske to the Olympic Theater 
on Monday evening, one confronts } 

a curious and daring problem play, the 
heroine of which sins under the prompt- 
ing of her intellectual, rather than har 
sensual nature, and then is self-cleansed 
by virtue of this same strong mental 
endowment. 

Mary Page does not in the least love 
Alan Wilson, the artist, with whom she 
flees from her girlhood’s sordid environ- 
ment, living as his wife, without benefit 
of clergy, for three years thereafter. 
The great outside world calls her, and 
Alan Wilson is the only one who can 
set her feet on its wide thoroughfare. 
So she wends forth in his company, 
just ‘‘for to see and admire,”’ as the old 
song has it. 

And, having seen and admired as 
much of the great world’s beauty and 
significance as Alan Wilson can show 
her, Mary Page then leaves him and 
goes her way alone. She is beginning 
to realize how many more important 
things than mere beauty the great world 
holds for her ccntemplation. It needs 
help, this great world, very much more 
than it needs admiration of its fair as- 
pec: through eyes artistic. 


Mary Page determines that her in- 
dividual contribution of helpfulness 
shall be made to the overworked hosts 
of women breadwinners. She becomes 
their leader, almost their inspired proph- 
et, and her leadership means their 
rescue from conditions of grinding 
penury that have grown to be insup- 
portable. The masterful quality of her 
leadership makes her a national figure 
in American life. 

She owes her biggest stroke of success 
to Winfield Barnes, Governor of New 
York and now his party’s candidate for 
President of the United States, who, 
through administration pressure, com- 
pels the passage of her bill establishing 
an 8-hour working day for women. She 
had known Barnes when he, too, was 
a young rustic in Milford Corners, the 
New York State village from which she 
fled with Alan Wilson into the great 
world. And Barnes loves her. 


There is no especial reason to be- 
lieve that she loves him in return. But 
she is deeply grateful for his employ- 
ment of his gubernatorial power in be- 
half of her bill. Consequently, when 
he asks her to be his wife, she yields 
assent, first telling him quite frankly 
of the Alan Wilson episode. This stag- 
gers him for a moment, but his love for 
her is sufficiently great to include for- 
giveness of even such a sin as this. 

So Governor Barnes and Mary Page 
are married, the Governor then being 
on the very verge of election to the 
presidency. Upon which reappears one 
John Stephen Maddock, who had met 
Mary Page when she was Alan Wil- 
son’s mistress. Maddock is now not 
only the owner of a chain of vastly in- 
fluential newspapers but also a great 
manufacturer who employs thousands 
of women, and his factories are threat- 
ened by a governmental investigation 
born of Mary Page’s work in behalf of 
feminine toilers. 

Not in the least relishing the prospect 
cf diminished profits caused by enforced 
fair dealing toward his army of factory 
girls, Maddock essays, by blackmail, to 
avert such a disaster. He will publish 
broadcast the early shame of Mary 
lage, and make it appear that $125,000 
of Gov. Barnes’ campaign fund came 
from Mary Page, the price of her sin 
with the millionaire artist, Alan Wilson; 
who is now dead, unless the movement 
for a governmental inquiry into his in- 
dustrial methods is abandoned. This 
black scandal, he points out, will surely 
defeat Winfield Barnes for the presiden- 
cy of the United States. 

There are many tense moments in 
the ‘“‘big scene’ which brings the voicing 
of this threat. Suddenly, however, Mary 
Page fights fire with fire. Let John Ste- 
then Maddock do his worst. At the same 
|instant when his blackmailing story 
's published, she will issue, throuxh the 
Associated Press, her own statement to 
the American people, confessing her sin 
with Alan Wilson, but denying the Mad- 
cock He of its money price. Then the 
raen and women of the United States 
shall judge between Maddock and her. 


Whereupon Maddock, frightened by 
this threat of a woman’s appeal to the 
populace, and knowing that he cannot 
prove the truth of the story concerning 
the $125,000 campaign contribution, ask. 
nowledges himself whipped and with- 
draws from action. 

A hurrahing mob of serenaders out- 
side the Barnes’ residence on Madison 
avenue in New York City then pro- 
claims, in effect, as the last curtain 
falls on Edward Sheldon’s play, that 
Winfield Barnes will be the next Prest}- 
dent of the United States and Mary 
Page-Barnes, former mistress of Alan 
Wilson, the first lady in the land of 
the free and the home of the brave. 

Mrs. Fiske plays the role of Mary 
Page subtly and with the keenest pre- 
cision in dramatic effect. As a matter 
of course, she makes the character pure.- 
ly intellectual, since it can be nothing 
more. There is no warm glow of dis- 
tinctively feminine feeling anywhere in 
it. 

And there is no contrition, no repent- 
ance, no confession of error. What has 
happened has happened for the greater 
good of Mary Page in her traveling of 
the high road of life It all spelled 
character-development for Mary and, 
therefore, was for the best. And this 
is the completed story and full teach- 
ing of the play. 

Mrs. Fiske is not quite so ably sup- 
ported as in past seasons, her associate 
players now revealing somewhat too 
marked a tendency toward rant andj 
melodramatic bluster.

John Cook at Inquest Says Web 
Rickart Proposed It to Him 
and Another. 


How George Webster Rickart, 18 
years old, tried to persuade his tw® 
closest boy friends to end their lives 
with him was ‘told by one of the 
youths, John ‘Cook, 16, at the inquest 
Tuesday in the Rickart case. 

Cook said he and the other boy, 
Allan Schleicher, refused to enter 
into the agreement with him, and 
that he then told them of the plan, 
which he carried out Sunday night, of 
ending his life by gas in his home 
at 3946 De Tonty street. 

A verdict of suicide was rendered, 
after the circumstances of “Web” 
Rickart’s death had been related by 
witnesses, His body was found Sun- 
day night near the kitchen gas 
range, near a phonograph which had 
been playing “Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul,” as the gas flowed from the 
open jeta. 

John Cook and Allan Schleicher were 
two of the three guests whom “Web” 
entertained Sunday night. As they de- 
parted at 8:30 p. m., young Rickart gave 
John Cook his mechanical drawing set 
and gave books to the others. Henry 
Rosenfeld, of 3639 Shaw avenue, was the 
third guest. 

Rosenthal, in his testimony, did not 
tell of the proposal of a suicide com- 
Pact, but said Rickart had told him he 
meant to kill himself either by gas or 
by a revolver. He and Cook both said 
Rickart had talked much about mental 
telepathy. 

Cook told, alsb, of the youth's strange 
quest for an “ideal man,” mentioned 11 
&@ note which he left. He once told 
Cook he found his ideal girl when he 
was 4 years old, but had not yet found 
his ideal man.

Frequent visits were made during the 
night by Dr. Amici, who occupies a 
room adjoining that of the Pontiff. At 
midnight he found a slight increase in 
temperature and he administered a heart 
stimulant. Shortly after that the pa- 
tient fell into a deep sleep. 

Prof.. Ettore Marchiafava, the Pope’s 
physician, gave out the following state- 
ment today: 

: “The illness of the Pope is now taking 
fis normal course. The patient was 
much better during the forenoon after 
bis night’s rest. He had had a slight 
setback yesterday afternoon when his 
temperature rose slightly. If it is pos- 
sible to induce Pope Pius to follow the 
erders of his medical advisers, the 
emelioration in his condition will bring 
with it a revival of strength. 

“In other words, the recovery of the 
‘Pope is ehiefly in hic own hands.. The 
Pope is a most difficult patient to deal 
with. While apparently giving in to his 
physicians, the moment he feels slightly 
Letter he insists cn having his own way, 
saying: ‘I command here.’ ”’ 

The clearing of the weather today is 
taken as a hopeful augury for the recov- 
ery of the Pope. 

Nephew Grows Hopeful. 

Father Parolin, the Pope’s nevhew, 

helped his uncle through his morning 
toilet today and gave to him his break- 
fast of weak coffee and milk. Father 
Parolin, who has installed himself in a 
gmall room in the Vatican adjoining the 
Pope’s apartments, declared this murn- 
ing that the Pope had suffered from 
cnly three coughing spells in the night 

‘ond that the cough was much easier. 
The pulse, he said, was stronger and the 
respir. tion more regular. 

When Prof. Marchiafava appeared, 
the Pope was so cheerful that he joked 
with the physician and congratulated 
lim on the realization of his prediction 
ef recovery. Prot. Marchiafava an- 
swered: 

“I will make another prediction: you 
vill have a furcher relapse if you don’t 
patiently fulfill the doctor’s comman.)s.”’ 

The Pope insisted. however, that re- 
tnaining in bed would make him nerv>vus 
and Prof. Marchiafava permitted tim to 
sit up in a chair for a few minutes 
while his bed was being made. but 
would not allow bim to walk.

THE POLICE LOBBY SCANDAL. 

The Board of Police Commissioners will meet 
late th's afternoon to consider in special session 
the report of the “police legislative committee” on 
the lobby fund raised to push the police salary 
increase bills at the recent session of the Legis- 
lature. Among the reported items of expenditure 
iz one for $2000 for “legal services.” Part of this 
money, it is stated, was paid to a St. Louis at- 
tcrney and the remainder to a Clark County law- 
yer who lobbied for the bills at Jefferson City. 

There was certainly nothing in the composition 
of the police measure to justify any such outlay 
for legal requirements. In fact, only three words 
were changed to make the State law conform to 
the salary increases sought. The bill failed pri- 
rarily because it was in direct conflict with that 
provision of the home rule police law giving the 
Municipal Assembly power to fix police salaries 
and for the more important reason that the police 
lcbby in its brazen effrontery refused to comply 
with the zr.:-iobby law of the State. 

What will Gov. Major’s new police board do 
about the matter? Will it sanction or “white- 
wash” the police lobby’s activiti~s at Jefférson 
City? Can the Board afford to place the stamp of 
approval on officers sworn to enforce the laws 
who deliberately fail to obey the law? 
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Six men were saved and two girls drowned 
when a boat upset in the Mississippi near St. 
Louis, the proportion of men saved leing a 
little high for the anniversary of the Titanic 
disaster. 
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THE KREISMANN ADMINISTRATION. 

The importance of beginning right is perhaps 
the most striking lesson of the administration of 
Mr. Kreismann who was given much deserved 
praise at his retiring banquet. We are still vexed 
with the Southern Traction franchise which in its 
original form and in the time and manner of its 
passage was an offense <o the public and greatly 
vexed and hampered the Kreismann administra- 
tion. We believe Mr. Kreismann was honest in 
his position on the Ranken tract bill, but under 
the Terminal conditions existing at the time it 
alienated public sympathy and confidence. 

On the other hand Mayor, Kreismann demon- 
strated strength of character and purpose and a 
high standard of fidelity to public service in re- 
sisting the spoils demands of his party organiza- 
tion and persisting in the effort to appoint effi- 
cient men to office. That kis good intentions 
were hampered by this stand is not to his dis- 
credit. The administration was honest and eco- 
nomical. It accomplised many valuable public 
works, chief among which must be counted the 
beginning of grade separation. That is an achieve- 
ment worthy of the seis praise.

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FREE LIST COMPENSATIONS.

Overworked Barbers.

Answer to Saturday’s letter headed: 
Rule Injures the Barber.” 

Union barber kicks because his shop is closed 
at 8 o’clock and his competitor gets his trade 
after that time, by the man who is willing to 
sacrifice health and all to unseemly hours—just 
in order to get a few dimes more. Let us view 
this barber business from the standpoint of an 
experienced and rational man of fair mind, who 
tnkes a broader view of it. Any man setting 
around and working in a storeroom from 7 in 
the morning until 9 at night, which means 14 
hours a day, and on Saturday 17, and often 18 
hours, without any exercise and recreation in the 
open air is bound to become a diseased man in) 
body and mind, if persisted in for years. To 
prove it, the barber is a short-lived man, his off- 
spring very seldom live long and are of weak con- 
stitution. As a rule he has none at all. To cgn- 
tinue such condition is not only a crime against 
himself but against his children, who are ill 
equipped for the battles of life. 

Even penitentiaries consider it necessary to 
give a prisoner one hour’s exercise in the open 
alr. 

There should be a strict State law passed that 
no barber or anybody else shall be allowed to 
work at any trade continuously over eight or ten 
hours a day, including Saturday. To work 17 to 
18 hours in one day week after week, not only 
wrecks body and soul, but also destroys the 
pleasure of enjoying the coming Sunday. Bar- 
bers, unlike other workers, cannot save enough 
in a given number of years to retire. Therefore 
the law should show him a way to live clean and 
natural and preserve at least his body and soul 
for him.

The Fire Insurance Controversy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The position taken by the insurance companies 
in the controversy between them and the State 
of Missouri is untenable and unbusinesslike. 
The new rates that went into effect on ac- 
ecunt of the operation of the Oliver Law were 
in some instances out of line with the actual 
conditions that the rates were supposed to govern, 
from the experience of the companies doing busi- 
ness in the State of Missouri. These rates orig- 
inated in Chicago and were mainly theoretical. 
They were supposed to be based on the experience 
of the different insurance companies on the fire 
insurance business in the whole United States. For 
instance, a furniture factory in the city of St 
Louis under the old Waterworth rates, might be 
charged a rate of 2% per cent per annum. If 
furniture factories had proven unprofitable in 
the States of Ohio, Indiana and Pennsylvania, etc., 
this fact would raise the rate on furniture facto- 
ries in the City of St. Louis and State of Missouri 
This did not apply entirely to furniture factories 
which are cited as an example, but to other 
classes as well. This is the reason that the in- 
surers of Missouri have made such a strenuous 
protest, which is well within their rights. 

The condition that exists in St. Louis does not al- 
ways exist in states outside of Missourl. The 
fire departments might be run differently than 
they run them in Missouri. Buildings may be built 
under different building laws and regulations; the 
system of inspection may be different, and still it 
is the carelessness, incompetence and criminal 
carelessness of other states that Missouri has to 
suffer for. Take St. Louis, for instance. The 
Fire Prevention Bureau here is one of the most 
efficient in the United States; it has a system of 
regular inspection that has reduced the fire haz- 
ard to a large extent; if other cities would pat- 
tern after the laws in St. Louis, the loss in the 
United States would not be near so large as it is 
every year. As I understand it, all the Attorney- 
General and the Governor want is to put the rates 
on &@ competitive basis such as they were in 1911.

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Other Public ‘Service Legislation 
May Be Delayed Pending 
Utilities Act Ruling. 


The reintroduction of the bil] requiring 
the United Railways Co. to provide a 
Seat for every passenger, and all other 
legislation affecting local public service 
corporations, may be deferred by the 
new Municipal Assembly until an opin- 
ion has been received from City Coun- 
sellor Baird defining the scope of the 
new State public utilities law, which 
became effective Tuesday. 
Delegate John R. McCarthy of the 
Sixteenth Ward told a Post- Dispatch 
reporter that he had prepared a resolu- 
tion calling on the City Counsellor for 
this information. 
“If the Municipal Assembly is with- 
out authority over the public utility 
companies, it is no use continuing the 
expenditure of $25,000 or $30,000 a year 
for a public service commission,” said 
McCarthy. 

Advisory Local Body. 
“It is true that, independent of the 
State commission, we may form @ local 
body which will act in an advisory cap- 
acity to the Municipal Assembly, but 
what would that accomplish if the State 
board wishes to act? 
“T have heard it stated that the Mu- 
nicinal Assembly <ould g0 ahead, 438 
heretofore, and enact legislation in “re- 
gard to the utility corporations, end 
that its acts would be subject to review 
by the State Commission. In that event, 
a corporation, dissatisfied with a regu- 
latory ordinance. would appeal to the 
State Commission, and thereby cause a 
further delay. 

“Ordinances for switches, grade cross- 
ings and all public improvements are 
said to be Mable to review by the State 
Commission.” 

Opinion Means Delay. 

Delegate Hall of the Twenty-first 
Ward thinks that possibly the west 
s:de approaches to the Municipal Tree 
Bridge will come under the jurisdiction 
uf the State Public Service Commission. 

City Counselor Baird says he has not 
had time to make a thorough examina- 
tion of the State utilities act. 

“It is a very long document,” he said, 
“covering, I believe, about 150 pages, 
and the reading of it alone will consume 
a whole lot of time. Each section will 
have to be perused very carefuily.’
